inconsistent with the provisions of 23 V.S.A. chapter 

10, until July 1, [NEW YEAR]. 
 

Municipalities with a population of more than 35,000 

residents based on the 2010 census will not have their 

ordinances, resolutions, or bylaws regulating 

transportation network companies that were in effect 

on July 1, 2017 be preempted. 
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
